USE FOR ALL WASTE FRUIT 



Apples and Pears That Drop From 
Ti*ccs a n d Cetntiot Be Sold SHould 
Be Made Into Cider. 

Apples and pears that drop from 
the trees and cannot be told, should 
bo made Into cider or dried. A 
douhlecage cider mill of four or 
six barrels per day. n.av be had for 
tlS. and a small mill for family 
use for ten dollars. A cook stove 
fruit drier may be had for five dol- 
lars. Kvaporated peaches, cherries, 
raspberries, apples, pears and black- 
berries may be put up for family use* 
er made Into salable products. There- 
is a steady demand for evaporated 
fruit during the winter months. In 
most every neighborhood a profitable 
business could he established that 
would not only prove profitable to 
the owner, but would give employ- 
ment to the boys and girls of the 
vicinity. 

In a trip throigh the fruit belt of 
an adjoining stale, taken recently, I 
found a number of such establish 
ments 1 was told that the business 
was not onb fairly remunerative to 
the owner, but was a menns of bring 
Ing In more and belter help in the 
community where they were located. 

Sweet potatoes, winter squash, 
pumpkins aro no* being packed In 
large quantities „nd find a ready 
sale. 

In the commercial packing houses 
the apple parings are made Into Jelly 
and the peach stones cracked, the 
kernels ground and made Into vari- 
ous medicines; the ktones are ground, 
and sold for packing purposes. 

If the fallep f r ult can not be put 
up the pigs should fJS turned Into tlm 
orchard, and many Insects would also 
be destroyed One peek of sliced ap-
